Drawings 

1 . The drawings filed 1 1 / 1 7/2003 are accepted by the examiner 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§§ 102 & 103 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitied to a patent unless - 

(b) flie inventioii was patented or described in a printed pubUcation in this or a foreign country or in pubUc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. PatentabiUty shall not be negatived by tiie 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over U.S. Patent No. 3,964,134 to Ross ("Ross"). 

Ross discloses in Figures 1-4 the invention substantially as described in applicant's claim 
1-20. In particular, Ross discloses a valve for a blowtorch, the valve having a housing connected 
between a nozzle (F) and a fitting (22). Fitting (22) functions to attach to a source of gaseous 
fuel, and though now shown, a fuel reservoir would be inherent in the disclosure of Ross. Ross 
also discloses a switching device (I) for switching the valve (D) between a communicating mode 
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and a blocking mode and an adjusting device (C) for adjusting the flow rate of gas through the 
valve. The housing includes the first and second chamber structure recited (see Fig. 1 and Fig. 
2). The first chamber of valve (D) includes plunger, shoulder, driver and sealing structure 
recited that is considered equivalent to that recited in appUcant's claims (see col. 3, lines 67 
thorough col. 4, line 36). Adjusting device (C) also includes a plunger in a second chamber (see 
Fig. 1).
